Tt’s tough to Join the army, 
And put yourself in hock, 
But you can bet, 
It’s tougher yet 
To break away from “The Rock.” 
—By a Military Hobo, 

On Alcatraz Island, a mile and a half from the water- 
front of San Francisco, Cal., is located one of the great 
military prisons of the United States, “The Rock,” as 
the place is designated by the army, is the home of 
300 military transgressors. Ifere men are serving out 
sentences varying in length from one year to life. 

As a location for a penal colony of military offenders 
the island is an ideal spot. Rocky and precipitous on 
all sides, it rises from the surface of the bay 135 feet 
above tidewater. Like a sturdy sentinel it looks 
straight out the Golden Gate and over the broad Pacific 
beyond, Its bare front breasts every wind that sweeps 
in from the ocean, making the place a healthy one 
even for inmates of dungeons, Across a channel, 
which seems but a stone’s throw, the prisoner breaking 
rock or building roads on this barren island home can 
see the great metropolis and often hear the whirr of its 
busy life. No doubt he dreams of and envies the toil- 
ing masses who have the one prize now most dear to 
him—freedom. Steamers plough through the sea at 
hailing distance. From the decks of ferryboats and 
bay craft of all kinds that pass and repass he can bear 
the laughter and gay chatter of the passengers. 

Then at night when the iness is over and he has his 
few minutes before call to quarters sounds he can look 
across the waters and see the myriad lights of the great 
city. He pictures the crowds under them and dreams

of the time when he can join the throng. Is it any 
wonder that under such circumstances nany desperate 
breaks for liberty are made? It is of some of these 


escapes and attempted escapes that I am to tell in this 


story.

clinging to a wind-swept rock some poor struggling un- 
fortunate who has plunged into the cold waters ina 
desperute effort to reach liberty. 

The settlement on the island resembles some 
mediseval Spanish town. Here are located officers’ 
quarters, a hospital, barracks, a school and most 
dreaded of all, the dungeons. These last are down in 
the bowels of the rock. There are seven of these little 
chambers into which a ray of sunshine has never pene- 
trated. They are seven feet long and three feet wide, 
and are reached by winding stone stairs. Once inside, 
a creepy feeling of horror overcomes one. Just above 
and on what seems to be the very roof may be heard 





and of the tide carrying the raft into the bay from the 
water front. Butthe large white “P” on his clothing 
told whence he came and when the city was reached 
he was turned over to the police. Perbaps he shared a 
dungeon with the rats and ate eighteen ounces of bread 
daily and drank all the water be wanted. As for Har- 
ley, he was a good swimmer, but some days later an 
unknown body fitting his description was found float- 
ing inthe bay. It may be he found his freedom in the 
potter’s field. 

On the night of August 12, 1898, the sentries on the 
Rock noticed a mysterious launch that cruised about 
the land suspiciously. Once she came too close anda 
shot was fired across her bows. A little less thana 
week later a rehearsal of an entertainment was going 
on in the chapel one evening. Edgar S. Sweeney, H. 
R. Beale and John Meredith were shifting scenes back 
of the stage. A passage led from where they worked 
to a heavy wooden door which was always kept locked, 
and so was left unguarded. 

When the rehearsal was over and the men were to 
be taken to quarters, it was discovered that these three 
men were missing. A hasty examination showed that 
the door had been forced. A general alarm was given, 
and soou the surface of the bay was being swept by 
searchlights, A sentry heard sounds of muffled row- 
ing. He levelled his gun, and a cry rang out from over 
the water, ‘For God 8 sake do not shoot; we are fisher- 
men.” There was a flash,and back from the boat 
came the agonized cry of, ‘My God, I am hit!’’ Mean- 
while the barge from the Island was put out, but an 
hour’s search proved futile. 

The following morning it was found that a boat 
which belonged to Major Kinzie’s son was missing. It 
had been stolen from its mooring underneath the 
wharf. Later in the day it was found oft Goat Island. 
In the bottom was about a quart of blood and the sides 
were smeared with blood, showing that the sentry’s 
aim had been true. The sequel to the story of this 
escape developed its romantic features. Edgar 8. 
Sweeney, the ringleader, had been imprisoned for de- 
sertion. He wasin love with a North Beach girl, and 
once when he left the Presidio to call on her he over- 
stayed his time, and rather than go back he stayed

the booming of the surf. The air is damp and musty, 
and now and then a rat scampers across the planks 
noisily. Only the incorrigibles are put In these places, 
and then they are kept there but for a short time. 
Here a man must be satisfied with a daily ration of 
eighteen ounces of bread and all the water he can 
drink. 

While tragedy has cloaked most of the attempted 
escapes of the latter day prisoners, the comic element 
has not been wanting. It is the custom to take 150 of 
the prisoners over to the Presidio each day on the Gov- 
ernment steamer McDowell, where the men work on 
the roads. A most careful count Is taken at each em- 
barkation and disembarkation. On one occasion when 
the count was made just before the prisoners were to 
leave the boat for the barracks after a day’s work the 
cry wentup “A man’s gone!’ Every corner of the 
ship was searched, but the fugitive could not be located. 
Even a water tank which was standing full on deck 
was looked into three times, 

Finally the report was made to the commanding 
officer that the man was not on board. “That man is 
on board,” said the commander, “and we must find 
him.” With that the whole ship was gone over again, 
but no deserter was located. Then the lid of the water 
tank was raised by some Jester and his quick eye caught 
a glimpse of a mass of red hair as it disappeared under 
a ring of ripples. Witha cry of ‘Too slow that time, 
Red,” an arm dived down and brought up as woe-be- 
gone an individual as ever the officers frowned upon. 
That man was not put into the dungeon. He had re- 
ceived punishment enough as it was. 

The drifting of a log toward Alcatraz causes conster- 
nation among the sentries. A log or a plank is to the 
prisoner what a sail would have been to Robinson 
Crusoe. Many a man owes his freedom to one of these 
drifting bits. Sometime ago three prisonera who had 
been acting as trusties noticed at dusk a number of 
planks floating toward the island. Avoiding the sen- 
tries they reached the water’s edge and secured the 
boards. One of the men went back to the hill and 
obtained some twine. They worked with feverish 
energy and in twenty minutes they had constructed a 
rude and flimsy raft. But they found that it sank with 
the weight of three so they drew lots to see who would 
remain behind. 

The two lucky, or unlucky ones as it proved later, 
pushed off, and the darkness hid them from the vigil 
of the guards. The tide was with them at the start and 
steering by the city’s lights they paddled painfully with 
aboard and their hands toward freedom. Progress 
was distressingly slow even with the run of the tide. 
The water was very cold and frequently the swell 
turned the frail raft completely over. After an hour 
of hard work they had reached the middle of the chan- 
nel. Both were stiff with cold and scarcely able to 
move. Then they noticed to their horror that the tide 
was ebbing out the Golden Gate. One of the men, 
Allen, spoke to his companion, Harley, and they 
agreed that it was better to drown than to go back to 
Alcatraz. Just then the lights of an approaching 
steamer shimmered across the water in front of them. 

Presently the swell from the paddle wheels caused 
the little raft to rock dangerously. Then it turned 
turtle. Three times this was repeated and with the last 
Harley did not come up. Allen heard him cry for 
help and he forgot all about Alcatraz for he shouted 
lustily. A boat was lowered from the steamer and 
Allen tried desperately to paddle away from it, but the 
task was too great and he was soon overtaken. To the 
captain he told a piteous tale of being out for a lark

as soon as he reached shore on the night of his escape. 

Later it wes learned by the officers that a general 
break had been planned and that seventeen men were 
to have beea taken from the island by the launch. The 
appolnicd night came, but there was a hitch in the 
plans. Sweeney and his companions were afraid to 
wait longer, and took desperate chances and won. As 
for the wounded man, perbaps the fishes can best tell 
his story.

WORLD’S AUTO RECORD. 


Ear! Kiser is the new automobile champion of the 
world. He established his right to that claim at the 
third annual meet of the Cleveland Automobile Club 
on August 22, when he drove the Winton Bullet No. 2 
record-breaking miles and attained a speed never 
known before on a circular track. 

Travelling at a speed never before attained by an 
auto on a circular track and faster than the fastest 
trains in America, Earl Kiser, of Dayton, placed the 
world’s record for one mile at 524-5 seconds. Thirty 
minutes before that he had broken the world’s record 
of 55 seconds, made by Barney Oldfield at Los Angeles, 
on November 21, 1903. He was given a record of 54 4-5, 
but this record has never been recognized by the Auto- 
mobile Association of America, bis best mile of 55 sec- 
onds being recognized. 

Kiser beat this one full second, and later in the day 
beat his new figures by one and one-quarter seconds, 
and it now stands at 52 4-5 seconds. Four times during 
the day did Kiser beat Oldfield’s old records.

ARTFUL WINS 
RICH FUTURITY 


The Filly was Skillfully Piloted by the 
Popular Jockey Hildebrand,

A great public idol was dethroned the other day 
when James R. Keene’s famous imported two-year-old 
colt Sysonby was beaten in the Futurity by Herman 
Duryea’s American bred filly Artful, ridden by Hilde- 
brand, the greatest Jockey of the year. The race was 
run over the Coney Island Jockey Club’s course in the 
presence of at least 50,000 wildly enthusiastic specta- 
tors. Ridden out to the end, Artful had an advantage 
of five lengths over Sydney Paget’s game filly Tra- 
dition, who, with Lyne up, took second money in the 
last few strides by a head from the phenomenal Sy- 
sonby, an overwhelming favorite. 

The distance was six furlongs and Artful covered it

That, in brief, is the story of the most remarkable 
encounter that ever took place between two-year-olds 
in this country, but the details incident to the contest 
may prove interesting to POLICE GAZETTE readers.

the semi-final declarations from the event were offici- 
ally declared the splendid sum of $61,530 was in sight 
for three horses. Of this sum $38,400 goes to the 
owner of the two-year-old first home in the always 
memorable run down the Futurity chute to the finish- 
ing post. This is the largest sum of money ever paid to 
the winner of a horse race in this country, and it is 
likely to hold the record niche for some time to come. 
This Futurity is probably the richest horse race in all 
the world, though the Hungraie-Zael, a subscription 
stake run at Vienna, Austria, last year rewarded its 
first three horses with $61,000. 

The prosperity of the American turf is strikingly re- 
flected in the value of this year’s Futurity. Most of 
the 402 entries were made three years ago when Sara- 
toga commenced to assume some of the grandeur and 
distinction it now possesses, and the whole country 
foresaw the possibility of the new and regenerated turt. 
Breeders sprung up in the night and, of course, all eyes 
centered on the Futurity. Th nominations were 
made, which are largely responsible for the tremen- 
dous value of the race this year. Sires and dams or 
more properly speaking, their prospective ofispring. 
were nominated in tbe Futurity to be run three years 
later. After paying all entrances and obligations it 
costs the nominator $282 to get his horse to the Futurity 
post. This year the owner of the winning two-year-old 
paid $282 for the privilege of winning $38,400. What 
could be a more attractive gamble or speculation? Of 
the 402 original entries or nominations but sixteen re- 
mained eligible, the others having been found wanting 
and declared out. Last year Hamburg Belle led home 
a field of thirty-two youngsters, and the previous year 
Savable beat a field of thirty-one youngsters. 

In the matter of comparison, as to value, the recent 
Futurity cast into the shade other of the big fixed 
events of the American turf. For instance, the Wash- 
ington Park Jockey Club paid owner Scheftel just 
$26,450 on the score of Highball’s victory in the Ameri- 
can Derby. The Suburban and Brooklyn handicaps 
were worth $20,000 each, while the Brighton handicap, 
the richest and greatest of all the spring handicaps, 
had no more than $25,000 to its purse bag. The Law- 
rence Realization,- popularly supposed to be the 
wealthiest of all the metropolitan three-year-old fix- 
tures, spread $32,000 among Ort Welles and the two 
colts which followed him home. Should a rival to the 
Futurity crop up in the near future it will be the Grand 
Republic stakes at Saratoga, which was worth close on

and founiers of this stake believe it will increase in 
value until the owner of the winner two years from 
now—he may be a poor adventurer—can grasp a for- 
tune of $100,000 as his representative rushes homea 
winner.

AL NEILL WON A FIGHT. 


Al Neill, the California middleweight, who has been 
in Australia for the past few months. met George Rue- 
nalf at the Gaiety Theatre, Sydney, Australia, recently. 
Ruenalf foughtin a wild, erratic fashion: The only 
bright boxing in the first half-dozen rounds was that 
shown in Neill’s marvellous quick ness of defense. The 
first blow that could be properly regarded as one was 
not struck until the ninth round, when Ruenalf’s nose 
commenced to bleed. With this as a base of operations, 
Nelll poured in jabs, light In force, but sufficient to 
disconcert the Maori, and cause his nose to swell into 
a caricature of its original shape. During the eartier 
rounds Ruenalf’s elbow had been playing a prominent 
partin the clinches, and in the eleventh round he 
swung one of his back-handed left hits at Neill’s jaw, 
and landed on that vulnerable spot with his elbow. 
The sound echoed all over the house, and there were 
loud cries that the American’s jaw was broken, 
especially as it was seen twisted to one side. But it 
soon returned to its normal position, as the referee 
cautioned Ruenalf to be more careful. The round 
ended ina hot rally,and after the minute’s interval 
Ruenalf scored several hits; but, unfortunately injur- 
ing his right hand in landing one. From this point 
onwards he fought practically with one band, using bis 
right only on very tempting opportunities presenting 
themselves. The thirteenth round saw Neill in the as- 
cendant, knocking much of the power out of hisadver- 
sary by the success of the uppercut he had been trying to 
get home since the first round.

But a second sufficed to 
restore the agile American andas he dodged a wild 
swing of Ruenalf’s he swung in a neat uppercut and 
sent him to the floor heavily. In seven seconds the 
Maori was up, and returned to the fray as game 
as ever. But his strength was gone, and it was 
plain to all that he was a beaten man. He required 
only a tap to knock him out, and Neill was just prepar- 
ing to administer that tap when the referee interposed 
at the instance of the police.
